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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 5/17/2006 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-6, 8-12, 14-15, 21-22, and 24-28 are allowed. New renumbered claims are 1-20. 
Claims 7, 13, 16-20 and 23 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As in independent claims 1, 1 1, 25 and 28 recited displaying a first map in one area of a 
display and displaying a second map in a second area of the display, and the reference Saylor 
provides the first/second maps overlapped each other. Applicant in the remarks dated 5/17/2006 
on page 1 1 at second paragraph emphasizes that " One skilled in the art would appreciate that 

there are two maps, each in separate areas of the display Accordingly, the physical position 

of the first map and the second map are clearly indicated in the claim and, moreover, one of skill 
in the art would clearly understand the scope of the claimed subject matter". 

Examiner's comment: in respect to the previous paragraph one skilled in the art would 
appreciate that the two maps are not overlapped. 
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In respect to the paragraph above: the prior arts do not teach the steps of "automatically 
computing a georeferencing function that converts between the pixel coordinates of the 
first/second maps, which are not overlapped. Also the prior arts do not teach the combination of 
the last step with other steps in the independent claim 1 that is, as follows: automatically 
computing a georeferencing function that converts between the pixel coordinates of the first map 
and the geographic coordinates of the second map, wherein the georeferencing function is based 
on the first and the second points received on the first map and the corresponding first and 
second points received on the second map, and assigns corresponding geographic coordinates to 
any one of the plurality of pixel locations. 

Independent claims 1 1, 25 and 28 include similar recitations as claim 1.
